Residents 
seek open 
manager 


By Don Staruk 


Residents asked the Board of Se- 
lectmen Monday night to choose a 
town manager who will encourage 
citizen participation in a more open 
and democratic town government. 

“In my opinion, our town of And- 
over has been aimed on a wrong 
course for much too long, especially 
within the last decade,’’ John Doyle, 
of 40 Reservation Road, told board 
members Monday night. 

‘At present, we have less democ- 
racy and more dictatorship than 
ever before,’’ Mr. Doyle added. 

R. Daniel McGrath, of 19 Can- 
terbury St., said the new manager 
should welcome input from neigh- 
bors and townwide groups and not 
consider them antagonists. 

The new town manager “should 
develop a good working relationship 
with citizens, a relationship that is 
not adversarial,”’ said Mr. McGrath. 

The comments came at the select- 
men’s weekly meeting during a time 
set aside for citizens’ comments and 
input to the board’s search for a new

Firefighters 
are close to 
a contract 


Firefighters are apparently near 
an agreement on their contract ne- 
gotiations, but no one is talking de- 
tails yet. Like police, firefighters 
have been working without a con- 
tract since June 30. 

James Cuticchia, president of the 
firefighter’s union, indicated Tues- 
day that a deal might be as close as 
a week away, but he said both sides 
agreed not to discuss details of the 
negotiations until they are finalized. 

“We haven't officially signed yet,”’ 
firefighter Cuticchia said. ‘‘We still 
have some final details to go over.”’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
said he hopes a contract can be 
signed soon. 

‘They have several steps they’ve 
got to go through before they can tell 
me that they’ve ratified it. And

Barcelos Bros. grocery is not closing

Barcelos Bros. grocery store on 
Main Street is not closing as rumor 
might have it, but is planning to ex- 
pand its building to accommodate 
additional retail and office space. 
This is the plan, despite the fact that 
other businesses downtown are be- 
ing choked for lack of parking. 


“We're going to be expanding the 
office space and a little bit of retail 
space downstairs,’’ Al Yameen, con- 
troller at Barcelos, said Friday. 

Mr. Yameen said Jose and Carlos 
Barcelos, the store’s owners, plan to 
expand the store’s frontage on Main 
Street to locate retail space in what 
is now an entrance to their parking 
lot. The lot will only be accessible 


from Chestnut Street. 

The store will also expand the sec- 
ond floor office area and have space 
available for lease. 

But despite the added space and 
uses, as far as Mr. Yameen knew 
last week, no plans were being made 
to increase the parking area. He did 
say that the architects’ plans are

ZBA gives builder green light

The Zoning Board of Appeals ten- 
tatively agreed to approve a vari- 
ance for T.D.J. Development Corp.., 
of Methuen, needed to build a six- 
house subdivision at the end of Sug- 
arbush Lane Extension. 

The 7.5 acre area is within the Wa- 
tershed Protection Overlay District 
and a proposed access road crosses 
a wetland area. 

Zoning member Jane Griswold, 
acting chairwoman while Wesley 
Whitney is on vacation, said the 
board wants to move cautiously in 
approving any work within the over- 
lay district area. Ms. Griswold said 
this and another case the board was 
faced with this week were only the 
third and fourth times members 
have dealt with the new overlay dis- 
trict bylaw. 

Project’s history 

The land surveyor for the project, 
William MacLeod of Andover Con- 
sultants, told the board at a public 
hearing Thursday night that the land 
was purchased by T:D.J. in 1980, but 
was part of a larger subdivision that 
was approved in 1977. 

The original subdivision plans 
were for nine houses on the same 7.5 
acres, The roadway was constructed 
and sewering permits had been ob- 
tained prior to the formation of the 
Overlay District bylaw, restricting 
construction in the area. 

The Board of Health then re- 
scinded the sewer permits because 
90 percent of the site showed to be 
within the wetland overlay district, 


according to Mr. MacLeod, 
Dad Syelaie of Health

claiming that the prior zoning should 
have been frozen, and that the new 
overlay bylaw shouldn’t apply to the 
use of this land. 

A trial was held, but the judge suf- 
fered a stroke and died before re- 
turning a decision. No further action 
has been taken on the case and Mr. 
MacLeod said he expects the trial 
will be ruled invalid. 

In the meantime, Andover Consul- 
tants proved the Overlay District 
maps to be wrong and that most of 
the land was not actually wetland. 

“The amount of wetlands on this 
site is probably 3 percent of the en- 
tire site area,’”’ Mr. MacLeod said. 

The Conservation Commission, 
Mr. MacLeod said, agreed with the 
new wetlands boundaries as drawn 
by Andover Consultants and has ad- 
justed the Overlay District maps 
accordingly. 

“They agree with the wetlands 
line on this plan,” Mr. MacLeod 
said. 

Other Business 

In other business before the ZBA, 
John and Bonnie Gardner, of 50 
Brown St., received their variance 
to allow fill within the wetlands of 
the Overlay District. 

The Gardners had excavated 1,500 
cubic yards of dirt from one part of 
their 15-acre lot in order to fill anoth- 
er area where they were going to 
build a tennis court. Both areas were 
within the Overlay District. The 
Conservation Commission found out 
about the project and served the 
Gardners with a stop work order. 

The Gardners now want to restore 
hoth areas, to as near their original ,

build the tennis court on another 
part of their property outside the 
Overlay District, and outside the ju- 
risdiction of the zoning and conser- 
vation boards. 

In other business, the zoning board 
will give Michael and Deborah 
Gerstein, of 5 Arthur Road, a vari- 
ance to add a playroom and a mas- 
ter bedroom to their home. The 
variance was needed because the 
addition will not meet minimum set- 
back requirements for the sideyard. 

The board also agreed to grant 
Quinlan Automotive Service a spe- 
cial permit to allow a service station 
and garage business in an existing 
building at 11 Lupine Road. 

John D. Lewis, of 3 Henderson 
Ave., was granted a renewal of a va- 
riance and a special permit to allow 
the continued use of the fenced in 
parking lot bounded by Haverhill, 
York and Balmoral streets as an au- 
tomobile dealership. 

Atty. Richard Asoian’s request 
that the variance be given without a 
time limit was denied. The special 
permit will be good for five years. 

The permit has had a five-year 
limit on it each time it has been ap- 
proved since it was first applied for 
in 1967. The time limit was originai- 
ly, and will continue to be, included 
in the permit to give the ZBA some 
control over the impact of the prop- 
erty on the neighborhood, according 
to Ms. Griswold. 


The board approved a variance for 
Martin Klein, of 4 Old South Lane, to 
allow an addition to his home at 4 
South Lane. The variance was 
needed because the house does not 
meet minimum setback require- 
ments and the addition will be a non- 
conforming use. 


The project will require taking 
down one of the two approximately 
70-foot fir trees in Mr. Klein’s back 
yard. Neighbors were hoping the 
tree could be saved.

State Rep. Susan Tucker (D-And- 
over) announced that the Energy 
Committee on which she sits will 
hold a public hearing to discuss the 
recent surge in home heating oil 
prices, which have taken many con- 
sumers by surprise. 

“While state government has vir- 
tually no control over home heatng 
oil prices, it is important for policy 
makers to ascertain exactly what 
caused this dramatic increase,”’ 
Rep. Tucker said. ‘“‘Consumers are 
angry and worried.” 

The hearing is scheduled for Tues- 
day, Jan. 16, at the State House. 
Representatives from consumer ad- 
vocacy groups, the oil industry and 
the New York Merchantile Ex- 
change, the market where the 
wholesale price of oil is determined, 
will testify. They will address such 
topics as ‘‘Has there been excessive 
profit-taking in the oil industry at 
the expense of consumers?”’ ‘‘Should 
the federal government regulate or 
increase reserves?’’ and ‘‘What can 
the state do to protect consumers 
from alleged price gouging?”’ 

Rep. Tucker will accept testimony 
from constituents who have ques- 
tions or concerns about the recent 
jump in their fuel bills.

Peter Smith, born 
in Brechin, Scot- 
land, in 1802, was 
the son of Peter and 
Janet Smith. There 
were four sons and 
a daughter. These 
early family ties be- 
tween brothers later 
enabled Peter and 
John to engage in a 
unique venture in 
America. The death 
of the father in 1810 
left the family in 
straitened circum- 
stances. Peter 
found work at 
neighboring farms 
and flax mills while 
his mother em- 
ployed her skill at 
the spinning wheel. 
He preferred coun- 
try life to the con- 
fines of the mill, but 
the latter would 
bring him success. 

The necessity of 
work severely di- 
minished his regu- 
lar schooling. He 
was fortunate a few 
years later to obtain 
a position as a 
weaver in Glasgow 
next to a man who 
encouraged him to 
learn and he offered 
a fine library. Peter 
was able to attend 
evening school for a 
short while. 

Meanwhile his 
brother, John, had 


sailed to America 
and established a 
cotton- machinery 
business in Plym- 
outh, Mass. Peter 
was invited to join 
his brother in May, 
1822. Peter was de- 
layed in Liverpool 
to pass the custom- 
house examination, 
during which he 
carefully avoided 
questions about his 
mill experiences, as 
it was illegal to al- 
low mechanics to 
leave without a gov- 
ernment permit. He 
relied on his farm 
employment and 
country appearance 
to pass him 
through. He was so 
poor he was unable 
to purchase a mat- 
tress for a aan 
the ship and he slept 
among the spare 
sails. 

Peter worked for 
his brother in Plym- 
outh at John Smith 
& Co., Machinists. 
He delved deeply 
into religion and 
married a devout 
Christian, Rebecca 
Bartlett. 

The Peter Smiths 
moved to Andover 
May 1, 1825, to work 
for John who had re- 
located earlier. The 
town was a center of 
religious activity. 
Mr. Smith was in- 


fluenced by the 
Rev. Justin Ed- 
wards of the South 
Parish where he be- 
came a faithful and 
active member. Af- 
ter the formation of 
the West Parish, he 
joined the new 
church as his home 
was situated in that 
area and later be- 
came a deacon. His 
religious convic- 
tions provided com- 
fort following the 
death of Rebecca on 
May 20, 1833, when 
the youngest of 
their five children 
was but 24 hours 
old. Two years later 
he married Esther 
H. Ward and they 
had many children, 
including Benjamin 
Franklin Smith, fa- 
ther of Susanne 
Smith Purdon, the 
benefactress of 
Andover Historical 
Society. 

In the fall of 1834, 
Peter Smith and 
John Dove renewed 
their friendship de- 
veloped in the flax 
mills of Brechin. 
Mr. Dove, a ma- 
chinist, became em- 
ployed by John 
Smith. Partnerships 
evolved and the 
venture Smith, 
Dove and Co., later 
became Smith and 
Dove Manufactur-

Monday, Jan. 15, most Americans will 
observe the birthday of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. For some school children it 
means a day off from classes. For others, 
it will be a day of learning the history of 
the man behind the day. 

The Andover public schools, as well as 
Phillips Academy and the Pike School, 
are planning a variety of programs. 

Ayanna Littrean, a senior at the high 
school and an A Better Chance student, 
will deliver a short address over the 
school’s public address system tomorrow 
morning. 

“T wanted to give the other students, 
who maybe didn’t know, a background of 
when the day became a legal holiday.

It wasn’t about Dr. King, but 
rather a predecessor of his, Harriet Tub- 
man, who led African-American slaves in 
the south to freedom in the north through 
the Underground Railroad.

Chairwoman Margo Tilghman an- 
nounced Tuesday night she will seek an- 
other three-year seat on the School 
Committee. 

Ms. Tilghman made the announcement 
during the committee’s regular meeting 
this week. She is currently finishing her 
first term on the committee. 

Town Moderator James Doherty has 
taken out nomination papers to run for 
that one-year position again. Mr. Doherty 
has held the moderator’s seat since he 
was first elected in March of 1978. 

John Doyle, of 40 Reservation Road, 
has taken out papers to challenge the in- 
cumbent moderator. This will be Mr.

The last day to register to vote in this 
election is March 6. 


Board delays 
naming clerk 


The appointment confirmation of Ran- 
dy L. Hanson as town clerk was delayed 
Monday night by a procedural technicali- 
ty that ired two members of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony made 
the appointment of Ms. Hanson to take 
the position of retired Town Clerk Elden 
R. Salter. Ms. Hanson has been acting 
town clerk since Mr. Salter’s retirement 
last fall. Mr. Salter’s term is up Jan. 21 
and Mr. Mahony was hoping to have Ms. 
Hanson’s appointment become effective 
that date. 


But Selectman William Downs pointed 
out a 1979 procedural policy that prevents 
confirmation for appointments of depart- 
ment heads on their first presentation to 
selectmen. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said the 
board hasn’t followed that procedure for 
at least six years and he couldn’t under- 
stand why it was being introduced now. 

Selectman Charles Wesson Jr. agreed 
and said he was “‘disturbed’’ by the issue. 
He and Mr. Silverman refused to vote on 
the motion to delay the confirmation ac- 
tion. The other three board members 
voted to follow the policy and delay the 
vote for two weeks.

Gail Ralston, chairwoman of the Board 
of Selectmen, seemed to agree Monday 
with Chris Holmes, former president of 
the local League of Women Voters, when 
the latter pointed out that this is a good 
time to make clear the fine line between 
establishing and enforcing policy. 

We are glad the selectmen seem open to 
the idea of an accessible manager and 
that they will take the opportunity to fine 
tune that position’s directive.

counting calories, allowing about 
900-1,200 a day. 

A year later I am happy to re- 
port that we not only lost what we 
wanted, but we also kept it off. As 
a matter of fact, I managed to lose 
an extra 10 pounds. 

First, find a diet that suits your 
lifestyle. There are many — liquid 
diets, food restricted diets, pre- 
packaged diets, more. One that 
advocates three meals a day, in 
my opinion, is a healthy and rea- 
listic  apapneen to every day living 
and will help prepare you for the 
rest of your life. Realistically, 
once you’ve reached your goal, it 
is just as difficult to keep it off, so 


you really want a well balanced 
diet to teach you new healthy eat- 
ing habits. 

There is only one way to lose 
weight and that is by eating less.

haps a reunion is coming up, or a 
trip, whatever your reasons try to 
keep them in mind for the next few 
months.

Breaking old eating habits is 
very difficult, but not impossible. 
Chances are, you will be hungry 
when you first start, but as the 
days progress you will find your- 
self looking for things to do rather 
than eat. 

Remember, try to eat three 
meals a day. Start off with a small 
bowl of cereal, or some 40-calorie 
diet bread with a slice of cheese. 
Approximately 200 calories for 
breakfast should be enough to 
keep you until lunch. 

Should you have salad for lunch, 
remember salad dressings have 
lots of calories. Soup, without 
cream of course, is very filling 
and low in calories. A tuna sand- 
wich is also a good example. Din- 
ner can be a choice of chicken or 
fish, even some red meat occa- 
sionally. These can be eaten with 
lots of vegetables for a very filling 
and nutritious meal. You can eat a 
variety of foods and still lose 
weight. 

No one can intimidate or per- 
suade you to start a diet. You have 
to be ready to make the first 
move. Dieting alone is not diffi- 
cult. However, having someone to 
talk with about your trials and 
tribulations can be helpful. If you 
are lucky and have a supportive 
family, you are ahead of the 
game. However, not having one is 
not a good excuse to avoid a diet. 

You may decide to lose weight 
with a friend, as I did, and that 
can be helpful. Calling someone 
when you feel vulnerable to food 
certainly can help if he or she can 


ry, but we still haven’t come up 
with one. So we leave the Stuart 
story to the Globe and to the Tri- 
bune, that is until we hear that 
Andover has some direct connec- 
tion.

Belonging to a 
diet shop gives you a built-in sup- 
port system. But that system 
doesn’t come home with you. 
Therefore, willpower to continue 
to be healthy is something you 
have to achieve by yourself. 

When the urge to cheat occurs, 
and it will, remember the next 
second of the day is a new begin- 
ning. There are no secret gim- 
micks to stop you from eating 
unwanted calories. You have to 
want to look and feel good about 
yourself. 

If you watch your calories and 
eat according to your diet plan, 
there is no doubt you will lose 
weight. Probably anything from 
half to two pounds a week is pretty 
usual, by eating approximately 
900 to 1,200 calories a day. But you 
probably should talk with your 
doctor about this since I am no ex- 
pert. That would not be enough to 
eat, for example, for a large man. 

Adding exercise to your regimen 
will help you lose weight faster 
and tone you up at the same time. 
Although exercise is a very trendy 
“sport” these days, it can help you 
physically and mentally. Exercise 
does not necessarily mean expen- 
sive health clubs or equipment. A 
brisk walk half an hour a day is 
enough to keep your weight down. 

Choose whatever program you 
feel comfortable with and work\ 
out at least three days a week. \. 
You can walk every day. Did you 
know that changing a bed can help 
burn off calories? So can vacu- 
uming, washing a car and raking 
leaves. 

I read somewhere that walking 
after eating is most effective. You 
may decide to rent a video tape on 
exercising and work out at home. 

I’m quite sure that you’ve read

that drinking eight to 10 glasses of 
water a day can help you lose 
weight. I decided to try to drink as 
much as I could to see if it actually 
did anything. The only proof I 
have is that apart from watching 
my calorie intake and walking, I 
drank lots of water and I lost more 
weight than I initially intended to. 

Most people don’t enjoy drinking 
that much water. I suggest you 
force ourself to try. Add some 
lemon or lime to it and see if that 
helps. Mineral water is a good 
substitute, if you like carbonated 
drinks. Try drinking a few glasses 
with every meal. One tends to 
drink more when one is eating. 

I have read countless books on 
dieting and I adopted one plan that 
helped me. By not eating carbohy- 
drates (bread, pasta, starches, 
etc.) at the same time as proteins 
(meat, fish, chicken, beans) every 
other day, I discovered that it 
helped me lose weight faster. For 
example, if I had chicken for din- 
ner I would not include potato or 
rice, only three different vegeta- 
bles. If we were having pasta one 
evening, I only prepared it with 
sauteed vegetables in a light 
chicken broth. 

Let me recap what I’ve said. 

Start with a sensible diet three 
meals a day, no deep frying. 

Exercise. 

Drink plenty of water. 

Schedule your eating and try not 
to eat after 8 p.m. 


Look at this diet as your job. If 
you didn’t complete a project at 
work, what would happen? Why do 
we feel our bodies are not as im- 
portant as anything else in life? 
Let’s face it. Our bodies are our 
life.

Benjamin Osgood, developer 
and co-owner of the former And- 
over Lanes building on Park 
Street, is sure to be closely watch- 
ing Barcelos navigate the waters 
of the permit approval process. 

According to Mr. Osgood, he and 
his partner, G. Bradley Richards, 
are losing about $17,000 a month in 
mortgage payments and carrying 
costs for the Andover Lanes build- 
ing because of the downtown park- 
ing problem. 

The partners bought the Lanes 
property with the intention of con- 
verting it to retail shopping space. 
The Planning Board squashed that 
plan because the owners couldn’t 
provide the 87 parking spaces re- 
quired by the then new zoning by- 


law for that size building. 

Later plans for a pizza place in 
the Lanes building, then a rifle 
range, were both shot down for the 
same reason — no parking. 

“Tt’s a taking. Unequivocally, 
it’s a taking,’’ Mr. Osgood said 
last week. 

A lawsuit was filed against the 
town for that decision and Mr. Os- 
good is still waiting for it to come 
up in court. The lawsuit aims to 
win the right to use the building. 

But Mr. Osgood said that even if 
the suit is settled in his favor, it’s 
too late to ‘‘kiss and make up.” 


“There’s a $2 million damage 
claim we haven’t filed yet,’’ Mr. 
Osgood said. ‘‘We did everything 
we possibly could. Now the only 
thing is to sit and wait it out and 
see what the judge says.”’ 

Mr. Osgood, who lives in North 
Andover, said the partners bought 
the Andover Lanes property three 
or four years ago. He said he was 
told soon after, by former town 
planner Nancy Jeton, that he 
would be shown how things were 
done in Andover. Now he said he’s 


been shown enough. 

“T’ve learned my lesson. I’d 
never buy anything else in And- 
over,’’ Mr. Osgood said. 

Mr. Osgood blamed his prob- 
lems in getting the property devel- 
oped on Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, who he said runs the 
town’s boards like a ‘“‘dictator.”’ 

‘‘What they have is an overbear- 
ing, autocratic individual, who 
runs the Planning Board,” Mr. Os- 
good said. 

An example of selective enforce- 
ment by the town manager, ac- 
cording to Mr. Osgood, is the de- 
velopment of the Scanlon building 
on Main Street. Mr. Osgood said 
William Scanlon was allowed to 
develop the upstairs areas in his 
building because the Planning 
Board ruled the use was grandfa- 
thered. 


“That’s part of our lawsuit, that 
Scanlon’s was given preferential 
treatment,” Mr. Osgood said. 

Mr. Mahony said Mr. Scanlon 
took out his permits before the re-

Local historian offers a suggestion

It is always gratifying to have the word

A.V.1.S. has become an important exam- 
ple for other communities wishing to 
make an ecological commitment. 

Although I share, along with an increas- 
ing number of Andoverites, Marta Hor- 
nidge’s enthusiasm for AVIS trails, I 
believe that her Townsman feature arti- 
cles would be enhanced by greater read- 
ibility and professionalism if she credited 
her sources. And the warden of Baker’s
